New Grades Coming 


DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, You recently had a letter 
from a teacher who wanted to make her parent-teacher 
conferences more productive. I am a parent with the same 
problem in reverse. My junior high student has a teacher 
who keeps losing notebooks and reports that are turned in, 
and then the students have to do make-up work or fail, 
because of the teacher’s carelessness. As a result, my child 
has developed an attitude of “ Why try in the first place?” 
and I can’t say that I blame him too much. I have received a 
notice to meet with this teacher to discuss his failure and bad 
attitude. In the past, I have encouraged my children to try to 
handle student-teacher relationships on their own, but it 
doesn't seem possible in this case. How should I handle this? 
DEAR R EA D ER , There are times when you as a parent 
must intervene, and intervene quickly, on behalf of your 
children. This is true in any situation when, in your 
judgement, your child is incapable of resolving the situation 
in a realistic manner by himself. 
If this is the case with your son, then your assistance is 
vital. Let your son know what you intend to do to assist him, 
and be sure to return control to him as soon as possible. 
The parent-teacher conference to which you have been 
invited, may be a very good way to at least begin to resolve 
this matter. Prior to going, be sure that you have all of the 
facts. 
Do you know for sure that your son has actually completed 
the assigned work? Did you see the notebooks or reports in 
question? Did he actually turn them in to his teacher when 
they were due? Be sure and ask his teacher about this, also. 
When in the conference, listen carefully to the teacher’s 
explanations. What is her procedure for handling reports 
turned into her, and how does she explain the losses which 
you have described? 
If she is uncooperative, has no explanations which are 
reasonable, and has little to say about her “ carelessness” 
which makes sense to you, then perhaps your next con­ 
ference should be with the school principal. On the other 
hand, if what evolves in the conference differs from your 
original understandings, a further, more in-depth in­ 
vestigation may need to be done. 
Enlist the teacher’s cooperation as you pursue the matter. 
Discuss your findings with your son. Relate to him his 
teacher’s comments and ask for his. 
The obvious difficulty for me or for you in trying to handle 
this problem is being sure that all of the facts and details are 
in, and that we understand them. Without complete in­ 
formation, our solutions cannet be complete either. 
A thorough examination seems warranted if a meaningful 
and realistic answer is desired. Even with your well-stated 
problem, I felt that some questions were still unasked and 
unanswered. Some I have mentioned. 
Even so, your careful analysis, direct approach, and in­ 
tervention as appropriate, will be significant steps in'the 
logical direction.

After April 14 consumers 
will begin to see “ a new 
face” on beef cuts in their 
favorite supermarket. 
That’s when new grade 
standards by the U.S. Dept. 
of Agriculture go into effect. 
Of course, the grades will 
only appear on meat graded 
by USDA graders, which is a 
voluntary service that meat 
packers must request. 
The 
new 
grades 
are 
designed 
to 
keep 
meat 
quality at a high level and 
many help lower consumer 
costs. 
“ The major change in the 
grade standards is that all 
beef carcasses that are 
officially 
graded 
will 
be 
identified for both quality 
and 
yield,” 
point 
out 
Woodrow Bailey and Dr. 
Frank Orts, meat specialists 
for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. “ These 
two value grades will give a 
better determination as to 
the true worth of the car­ 
cass.” 
Another 
change, 
ac­ 
cording to the specialists, 
will be that the conformation 
or shape of the carcass will 
no longer be a factor in 
determining 
the quality 
grade since it is not related 
to eating quality of meat. 
However, conformation is 
indirectly used in yield 
grade determination. 
With the new standards, 
beef carcasses up to 30 
months of age will have the 
same minimum 
marbling 
(fat flecks among the lean 
meat) 
requirements 
in 
Prime, Choice and Standard 
grades as now required for 
the 
youngest 
carcasses 
classified as “ beef.” 
“ This will mean more lean 
carcasses 
in 
these 
three 
grades since animals will 
probably be put through a 
shorter finishing period in 
feedlots. 
In turn, feeding 
costs should be reduced,” 
believe Bailey and Orts. 
Furthermore, a “ new” 
Good 
grade 
has 
been 
established that allows for 
slightly more marbling in 
the younger animals up to 18 
months of age. “ Thus beef in 
the Good grade will be more 
uniform in quality,” explain 
the Texas A&M University 
System specialists.

Young beef animals up to 
15 months of age with traces 
of marbling will no longer be 
graded Good but will go to 
the Standard grade. 
“ All in all, the new grading 
system 
should 
be

“ Meat quality standards are 
not being lowered, as many 
people seem to think. While 
keeping quality at a high 
level, the new grades will 
hopefully bring more lean 
meat to the supermarket and 
help consumers reduce meat 
costs per serving.”

Return to Basics

AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) - 
John C. Porter Jr. wants to 
return the agricultural world 
to the basics in fertilizer — 
garbage, hair, hides, hooves, 
fish scraps. 
“ You name it, with the 
exception of heavy metals or 
hard plastics, we’ve found 
methods to recycle them or 
restructure 
composition," 
says Porter, president of 
John C. Porter Enterprises, 
a two-year-old company with 
a goal of reducing the need 
for petroleum-based fer­ 
tilizers by producing organic 
fertilizers made of waste 
products. 
Porter, 26, his father John 
C. Porter Sr., 65, and their 
20-employe 
com pany 
manufacture and market a 
biological substitute and 
complement to petroleum- 
based 
fertilizers. 
Their 
product, manufactured at a 
small Mission, Tex., plant, 
consists of varied waste in­ 
gredients and is packaged in 
a dry form with an indefinite 
shelf life. 


P o r t e r 
E n t e r p r i s e s 
specializes in selling fer­ 
tilizers to the developing 
nations of Asia, including the 
Phillipines, Taiwan, South 
Korea, Indonesia, Thailand 
and Sri Lanka. 
“ By us coming in there we 
can substantially reduce the 
cost of their agricultural 
programs,” Porter said. 
“ We can produce com­ 
parable or better yields than 
their present petrochemical 
programs. 
“ The 
Philippines 
has 
officially 
endorsed 
our 
product. They’re finding out 
they can increase their rice 
production as much as 22 to 
26 per cent. It’s given them 
great hopes. In korea it may 
increase soybean production 
by 23 to 30 per cent.” 
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Porter 
says organically 
produced fertilizer should be 
equally enticing to American 
farmers because of 
its 
reduced cost and the limited 
supply of petroleum-based 
fertilizers. 
“ Urea, a natural gas- 
b a s e d 
d o m e s t i c a l l y 
produced fertilizer, costs 
$260 to $400 a ton. Ours costs 
$140 to $290 a ton,” Porter 
said. “ There’s a great deal 
of 
competition 
between 
fertilizers and gasoline for 
the same crude resource — 
oil. We feel we can integrate 
our product with the present 
program in agriculture and 
a combination of the two will 
s u b s ta n ti a l ly 
reduce 
agriculture’s dependence on 
oil.” 
Porter Enterprises is the 
first of its kind, he said. The 
company hopes to expand 
within the next year, con­ 
structing a larger plant in 
Corpus Christi or Houston. 
The company has its own 
approach 
in 
selling 
developing countries on its 
product. 
“ We first try to establish 
credibility. 
We 
try 
to 
convince the people,then the 
government, and then the 
businesses —in that order. 
So many times businesses 
investing 
in 
a 
foreign 
country go in just the op­ 
posite order." Porter said. 
“ They know we’re there 
for the long run, not just for a 
shortrun profit.”

A number of changes in 
the State Constitution were 
indicated 
during 
the 
deliberations of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention last 
year, even though con­ 
vention delegates failed to 
agree on an entirely new 
constitution. 
Two 
of 
the 
proposed 
changes, now considered of 
pressing im portance, in­ 
clude 
I) 
revision 
of 
provisions 
relating 
to 
retirem ent program s for 
public employes, including 
teacher re tirem en t, state 
employes retirem ent, and 
city and county retirem ent, 
and 2) 
an 
increase 
in 
salaries, per diem , and 
m ileage 
allow ances 
for 
m em bers 
of the Texas 
Legislature. 
Subm itted 
as 
Con­ 
situtional Amendment No. I 
and Constitutional Amend­ 
ment No. 2. respectively, 
these two 
proposals 
will 
appear on the ballot of the 
Texas 
electo rate 
on 
Tuesday, April 22. and as a 
public service, the Daily 
Star-Courier brings you the 
follow ing 
in fo rm a tio n , 
background and arguments 
surrounding these proposed 
measures. 
Amendment No. I 


The 
proposed 
Con­ 
stitutional Amendment No. I 
has two major purposes: (I) 
to consolidate nearly 
all 
constitutional 
provisions 
relating to state and local 
retirement systems in one 
section of the constitution, 
and (2) to lift the ceiling on 
state contributions to state 
systems from the existing 
maximum of 6 percent of the 
aggregate 
com pensation 
paid to individuals to a 
maximum of IO percent. 
To accomplish the first 
purpose. Sections 48a. 48b, 
51-e, and 51-f of Article III, 
and Sections 62 and 63 of 
Article XVI are repealed. 
These provisions dealing 
with 
state 
and 
local 
retirem ent system s and 
program s are then con­ 
solidated in a new Section 67. ‘ 
which is added to Article 
XVI. 
Section 67 continues in 
effect the public retirement 
and benefit program s and 
systems already established 
under the Constitution and 
laws, 
authorizes 
the 
legislature to create other 
systems and program s, and 
requires 
funding 
and 
f id u c ia r y 
s ta n d a r d s 
necessary to maintain such 
systems and program s on a 
sound actuarial basis. The 
sound actuarial requirement 
is intended to place a high 
level of fiscal and fiduciary 
responsibility 
on 
the 
legislative 
and 
a d ­ 
m inistrative bodies con­ 
cerned with the creation, 
funding, and management of 
public retirem ent systems of 
Texas and is an entirely new 
provision. 
Already in effect under 
e x istin g 
c o n stitu tio n a l 
provisions is the authority 
for 
the 
tra n sfe r 
of 
retirement credits between 
the Employees Retirement 
System of Texas and the 
Teacher Retirement System 
of Texas, and this provision 
is retained 
The proposed 
amendment also authorizes 
the legislature to provide 
that persons who perform 
service in more than one 
system may receive frac­ 
tional benefits from each, 
based on 
a 
service and 
benefit formula applicable to 
each system. This offers 
protection to persons who 
perform service under two 
or more systems and are 
frequently ineligible for 
benefits under the present 
constitutional provisions. 
A dm inistration of each 
statewide benefit system is 
to be by a board of trustees, 
which is responsible for 
making investments under 
the “prudent person’’ rule as 
established by prevailing 
case law.

exercise in the management

permitted the legislature to 
set its own rates of com­ 
pensation. except that no 
increase in salary could take 
effect during the session at 
which the increase was 
voted. In the 1876 
Con­ 
stitution.

limiting per diem to $5 and. 
to discourage long sessions, 
a fu rth er provision was

Arguments For 
1. The legislator can no 
longer be considered a part­ 
tim e official.

an interview. 
Miss Beck, who was born 
and reared on a farm near 
S a lisb u ry , 
N .C ., 
spends 
about a third of her tim e 
these 
days 
traveling

United States to talk about

w ith 
food 
ed ito rs, 
re p o rte rs 
and, 
less 
frequently, large consum er 
groups. 
She 
is 
a 
co n su m er 
specialist for the Anim al and 
P la n t 
H ealth 
Inspection 
Service of the U.S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 
M iss 
B eck 
sa id 
the 
questions she hears 
most 
often have to do with best 
buys, 
how 
to 
m ake 
the 
consum er’s food dollar go 
fu rth er, 
and 
how 
to 
recognize and cook the new 
grass-fed or baby beef ap­ 
p e a rin g 
in 
m a rk e ts 
in 
scattered areas of the U.S. 
Cooking tips are easy. B e­ 
cause the new type 
beef 
contains less m arbling and 
surface 
fat 
than 
corn-fed 
m eat, tender cuts should be 
rubbed with oil before dry- 
roasting 
or 
broiling, 
she 
said. 
“ We recom m end that it 
not be cooked well 
done, 
because the lack of fat would 
m ake it less tender.” 
B raising is no problem . 
Long, slow cooking in liquid 
takes care of the tenderness 
factor.

She said sodium nitrate 
and nitrite, which consumer 
activists have criticized as 
possible causes of cancer, 
are there not just to color the 
meat but also to prevent 
botulism, the most deadly 
form of food poisoning.

before the curing solution is 
injected 
and 
again,

smoking. The difference in 
weight determ ines the label 
id en tifica tio n ,

If there is no dif­ 
ference,
